Major G. W. Mundsey, a prominent and well-to-do planter of East Feliciana 

perish and one of the Gldest settlers, heving heen here since 1831, wae born 

in Pass Christian, Miss. while his prrents were there spending the summer, 
during a vacation, from New Orleans, La. He was born in 1817, and is a son 

of Robert and Susan Ann (Kyler) Mundey. The father was a native of Virginia, 
his mother of Lancaster, Penn. ‘The father was reared at Munday’s Landing, Kye, 
now in Mercer County, and was one of three brothers. Rueben end Harrison 
Munday came from Virginia soon after the settlement in Ky. by Boone. The two 
lived here for some time, when Harrison went to Missouri and Reuben to Michigan. 
The father of our subject was married in” Pennsylvania, and with his wife roved 
to New Orleans from Kentucky in about 1815. He was engaged in building flat- 
boats at Munday*s Lending on the Kentucky river, and was alse engased im hosting 
down the river to New Orleans, taking sugar, salt, and supplies. He continued 
to reside in New Orleans for some tine, when he went to Texas during the early 
troubles, where he died, leaving one son and one daughter. The daughter, 
Elizabeth Munday, married John Fleeup of Pennsylvania, and settled in Rankin 
County, Mississippi, where she died leaving seversl children. 


Our subject was reared in Loftisiana, except for two years when he was in 
Mississippi a young jboy. He atterded school for a time in Baton Rouge, hLa., 

but wes mostly educaited by His mother. She merried a second husband, a Mr. Slade, 
and settled in Hines County,| Miss., where she died. In 1828 Major Munday 
comnenced life on his own account, working on a frrm. In 1624-35 he clerked in a 
store in‘Clinton, La. and soon after was in the gorcery trade. In 1837 he 
purchased an interest in "The Louisiana® published in Clinton, which peper hs 
owned in 1847-38. He was then deputy for a number of years, under different 
sheriffs, Robins, Brown, end Hays. He was appointed the first agent of the 
Clinton & Port Rudson Reilroad Compeny, at Clinton in 1839-40-41. He then 
engaged in farming, first on a farm near the Mississippi river, later purchasing 
land near Clinton, where he has since been engaged in tilling the soil. He was 
married in 1641 to Laura Ann Felps, a native of this parish, the daughter of 
Joseph Felps, a native of Georgie, who was reared in this psrish. Laura Am 
Felps was educated at Clinton Female Academy, by Mrs. Jane G. Gerardi and her 
sister Miss Lucretia Bancroft, sisters of the great historian, George Bancroft. 
Mre. Gerardi was the mother of Commodore Bancroft Gerardi. These estimable 
ledies established this acedeny in 1832, and they taught and maraged the school 
for a number of years with greet success. Those who followed as instructora 

were Miss Eliza ‘ills, a well known ‘eacher, Mr. McDovell, and Mre. Clifford. 
Mrs. Mundey, the present wife of our subject, is now-the principal. The first 
wife of Mr. Munday died in 1363, lesving three dauchters and a son: Mary, the 
wife of William E. Woodward, ex-sheriff of the phrish; Laura L., the wife of 
John 4. Beauchamp, who lives near Clinton; Ssluda CG. was the wife of Palmer 
Andrews and died le ving a fsmily of four children all of whon survive her and 
live in ‘he parish. Georze W. wes the eldert of the children, and lives in ores . 
Mississippi; Loulie L., a fifth child, died at the ace of sixteen years,¢ having 
been educated at Sillizen Institute and at the Clinton Female Acadeny.

He wes president of the state 
democratic convention which sent th- delegates to noninste Buchanan for President 
of the United States and was also presidert of the convention elected to send 
delegates to nominate Stephen A. Doublas, at Baltimore. He was a delegate to the 
southern convention held at Montgomery, Ala. in 1858. “hile in the lesislature 

he was the means of heving a bill passed for the widon's dowery and the homestead 
law, which made hin many friends in this state, also the local ontion lan, about 
the first act of this cheracter passed by any of the states; it uorks well. He 
has held many importent offices in this parish at different times, being for a 
number of yeers a uember of the police jury and the assessor of his perish. 
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He has one of the finest libraries to be found anywhere in the vicinity. 

He is quite interested in farming, enjoying all the advantages of a 
plantation home. The many ways in which he has served his fellow citizens

Brother MONDAY, when about 22 years of age, united with the Methodist 
‘Episcopal Church, and continued a member until his relation to the church 
was interrupted by his frequent removal from one place to another in search 
of a suitable locality. .He did not, however, excuse himself for his neglect 
of his christian obligations, but on the contrary it was a source of regret to 
him that he had been at all derelict to his church, and remarked on uniting 
in christian fellowship again, that "it hurt him to think that he knew his 
duty and did if not." With much sorrow of heart for his past omissions and 

_ hearty confession, he turned again to God, trusting in the blood of Christ, 
and seeking membership in the Methodist Episcopal Church South, Algiers 
Charge; he was formally received by the pastor, to the gratification of his 
family, who sorrow not as those who have no hope, but sing, 


"Thou art gone fo the grave - we no longer behold thee, 
Nor tread the rough paths of the world by thy side; 
But the wide arms of mercy are spread to enfold thee, 

- And sinners may hope since the sinless has died.” 


Brother MONDAY, when about 24 years of age, was married, in his adopted 
town of Zanesville, to Miss Susan Catherine JERVIS.

His children - five in number ~ four 
daughters grown, three of them married, anda son ten years of age, were so 
accustomed to depend on their father, and to look to him for everything, now 
that he is gone, they feel that their loss is irreparable. But we commend them 
to Him who has made special promises to the widow and the orphan, and may 
they realize that His grace is sufficient in Christ Jesus to sustain them. 


The number of friends that came to the house of mourning and followed his 
remains to the silent tomb, was a manifestation of the estimation in which he 
was held by them, and may his death be sanctified by the great ce of 
all events: to the salvation of their souls.

Death of Colonel Munday--Col. Reuben Munday, a well known ciiizen of this county, died at his residence near Big Hill on Saturday last 
aged about seventy-two years. Before the war he was an ardent Whig, and took a very great interest in politics. He was once a member of 
the Lower House, and once a member of the Senate of Kentucky. He was a man of strong character, and possessed great influence with the 
people. He was twice married, his second wife being Miss___—s Chenault. At the breaking out of the war he raised a battalion, and served 
until tts close with the rank of Colonel. He did efficient service on the Federal side, and was well thought of by ali his men. Since the war he 
has taken no interest in politics, but has voted the Republican ticket. His remains were buried on Sunday last at Stanford, where he has a 
daughter living. A large concourse of relatives and friends followed him to the grave. 

Note: Reuben Munday was Lieutenant Colonel of "Munday’s Battalion of Cavalry. He first started what was to be company D of that 
battalion. He resigned due to his health in early 1863. His battalion was jomed to 7 more companies in late 1862 and became the 6th 
Kentucky Volunteer Cavairy. 


Lt. Col. Munday was born in Mercer County, Kentucky 3 October 1809 and died 10 April 1880. He was buried at Buffalo Springs 
Cemetery in Stanford, Kentucky.

and Harmison Munday came from Virginia soon after the settlement in Ky. by 
Boone. The 

two lived here for some time, when Harrison went to Missouri and Reuben to 
Michigan. 

The father of our subject was married in Pennsyivania, and with his wife 
moved to New 

Orleans from Kentucky in about 1815. He was engaged in building flatboats 
at Munday's 

Landing on the Kentucky river, and was also engaged in boating down the 
river to New 

\\Onreans, taking sugar, salt, and supplies. He continued to reside in New 
Onleans for some 

\Jtime, when he went to Texas during the early troubles, where he died, 
leaving one son and 

one daughter. The daughter, Elizabeth Munday, mamied John Fieeup of 
Pennsylvania , and 

settled in Rankin County, Mississippi, where she died leaving several 
children.
